The Atomic Energy Com mission 
said the power—m ore than IOO kilo 
w atts—was generated and used to 
operate pum ps, reactor equipm ent, 
provide lights and electrical facile 
ties at the National R eactor T est­ 
ing Station, Arco, Idaho.

A person accused of intoxication 
b reath s through a tube of the m a ­ 
chine and the am ount of alcohol in 
his body is registered by a needle 
in percentage points.

We all know how they did 
b reak their cov enant wnth God in 
their later history, and lost their 
land, b it b y b it, and were carried 
Into exile. 
Joshua gathered the trib es to­ 
gether at Shechem and reminded 
them how' Jehov ah had taken 
Ab raham out of the land of 
Terah, his father, 
and shown 
Canaan to him; how He had b een 
with Ab raham’s son, Isaac, and 
with Jacob ; had sent Moses to 
lead them out of E gypt 
He spoke of their deliv erance 


was b y the sanctuary of the Lord. 
And Joshua said unto all the 
people. Behold this stone shall b e 
a witness unto us; for it hath 
heard all the words of the Lord 
which He spake unto us: it shall 
b e therefore a witness unto you, 
lest ye deny your God." 
This stone, which, under the 
v enerab le oak which grew in that 
holy spot, was consecrated b y 
many religious associations: it 
was not improb ab ly the altar of 
Ab raham and Jacob . 
The work of Joshua was ov er. 
He had done all he could for his 
people, and at the age of 102 
years (the same age, b y the way, 
a t which Joseph died), he passed 
away. They b uried him in the 
b order of his inheritance, the 
rugged place he had unselfishly 
chosen for his own, on the “north 
side of the hill of Gaash." 
“And Israel serv ed the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all the 
days of the elders that ov erliv ed 
Joshua, and which had known all 
the works of the Lord, that ha 
had done for Israel.”

“AND IT CAME to pass a long 
time after that the Lord had 
given rest unto Israel from all 
their enemies round about, that 
Joshua waxed old and stricken in 
age.’* 
Joshua had been a great w ar­ 
rior and spiritual leader. His faith 
in God made him not only a bril­ 
liant military strategist, but a 
man who feared nothing. His pri­ 
vate life was upright, and he had 
the gift of winning the love, re­ 
spect and veneration of his fol­ 
lowers. 
He was unselfish, too, and when 
his task of conquest was done, he 
did not set up a dictatorship, but 
shared the labors of the new state 
with others. When the lands were 
divided among the 12 tribes. In­ 
stead of taking the best for him­ 
self, he took for his possession a 
place that was considered rugged 
and unfruitful. 
He knew his people, moreover, 
how easily they were swayed by 
their emotions, and how fickle 
they could be. They were, more­ 
over, surrounded by people who 
were immoral and worshipers of 
strange gods and idols. 
We all know how easy it is to 
make 'high resolutions, but how 
difficult to have the persistence to 
carry them out. 
Joshua feared 
for his people after he was gone 
from them, so he summoned them 
all before him - their elders, “and 
for their heads, and for their 
judges, and for their officers,'* and 
he pleaded with them to be faith-

from the pursuing Egyptian army 
when He put darkness between 
it and them and drowned the pur­ 
suers in the waters of the Red 
Sea. Then he spoke of their con­ 
quests in the land of Canaan, not 
by themselves, but because He 
gave them the victory; and re­ 
minded them that they still had 
not conquered all the land that 
He had promised them, but would 
through God s help. 
Then Joshua asked them whom 
they intended to serve 
“Now 
therefore fear the Lord, serve 
Him in sincerity and in truth: 
and put away the gods which 
your fathers served on the other 
side of the flood, and in E gyp t; 
and serve ye the Lord." 
And if it seem evil unto you to 
serve the Lord, choose you this 
day whom ye will serve; . . . but 
as for me and my house, w’e will 
serve the Lord.” 
“And the people answered and 
said. God forbid that we should 
forsake the Lord to serve other 
gods." 
“Ye cannot serve the Lord: for 
He is a holy God: He is a jealous 
God; He will not forgive your 
transgressions nor your sins. . . . 
And the people said unto Joshua, 
Nay, but we will serve the Lord.” 
“So Joshua made a covenant 
with the people that day, and set 
them a statute and an ordinance 
in Shechem. 
"And Joshua wrote these words 
in the book of the law of God. 
and took a great stone, and set 
it up there under an oak, that

1952 To Mark 200th 
Birthday O f Calendar 


NEW YORK. Dec. 2»-#V -T he 
new 
year—1952—will 
mark 
the 
200th anniversary of the calendar 
as it is known in America. 
It was in 1752 that the English 
speaking world finally decided to 
get in step with nearly everyone 
else 
by 
adopting 
the 
Gregorian 
system of keeping track of days, 
months and years* 
Behind the calendar of todav 
lies centuries of research, con­ 
fusion, adventure and 
romance 
—all occasioned by man s count­ 
less attempts to nail down time 
to an accurate schedule of meas­ 
urement. 
Although Pope Gregory III had 
his 
scientists 
and 
astronomers 
work out a fairly correct calen­ 
dar in the 16th Century, protesting 
England 
and 
her colonies 
were 
leery of things emanating from 
Rome. As a result, they held out 
acceptance of the calendar for a1 
most 200 years. 
When parliament finally decided 
to get in step with most of the rest 
of the world by adopting the Gre 
gorian calendar, the Julian eaten 
dar used up to this time by Enc 
land and her colonies was ll days 
behind the 
Gregorian 
count 
To 
catch up in a hurry, ll days had 
to be “ wiped out” and it was or­ 
dered that the calendar 
for 
1752 
should skip from Sept 
2 to Sept. 
14, This caused considerable con 
fusion. 
Tenants 
and 
landlords 
squab­ 
bled about rents; businessmen 
in 
general were upset about contract 
performance 
delivery 
of goods, 
payments of bills, and other fiscal

operations hinging on the calendar. 
Anniversaries, birthdays, weddings 
a1’ were knocked askew. 
To put the finger on the cause of 
all this grief, you have to dig back 
into history and take a 
look at 
man s first puny attempt to count 
days, months and years. 
Since the first cave man whack­ 
ed at a handy tree with his stone 
ax to mark passage of one day, 
man has tried many ways to ac­ 
curately keep track of time. 
As earls as .1500 BU, the Sum- 
arian* came up with a calendar. 
It was workable even if the sear 
was only 354 days—ll days short 
of a true solar year. 
The Babylonian* drove a stake 
into the ground to mark the shift 
of the rising sun to record season­ 
al change. This calculation of time 
was all right for their uncomplicat­ 
ed life, but these early timekeep­ 
ers were as far off as before They 
had to make adjustment for ll days 
each year. 
The Chaldeans 
narrowed 
down 
the margin of error in about 500 
BC to a mere half hour a year. 
The Egyptians, who had fixed 
a 
year back in 4236 BC, got the e r­ 
ror down to a little over l l min 
utes. 
Along came the 
Romans and 
in 46 Bt 
Julius Caesar instituted 
more calendar reform. He kept the 
same Egyptian error and to catch 
up on lost time he ordered that 46 
BC be given an added 90 days. This 
became the “ year of confusion” in 
history. 
Astronomers worked constantly 
to try to reconcile 
the 
calendar 
with tho heavenly movements, but 
meanwhile the ll minute and 
ll 
second shortage of the 
Egyptian 
calculation began to accumulate 
By the 16th Century, the year was 
lo days out of kilter. 
Pope Gregory UXI began look 
ing 
into the 
problem. 
Selling 
aside a room in 
the 
Vatican— 
still 
known 
as 
th* 
"calendar 
room ” —he put his best scientists 
to work. 
Here they toiled until they pro

Kimc’he Is Korean National Dish 


NEW YORK—iffi—What is k tm 
che? 
This is the national dish— and 
what a dish it is!—of Korea. 
Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, in 
a letter to his wife broadcast this 
week by the Peiping radio, said 
that during his 17 months as a 
captiv e of the Reds he had be 
come “ fond of rice and k imche.” 
If this be true, the gallant gen­ 
eral has shown as much stamina 
lls a prisoner as he showed hero­ 
ism on the field of battle. 
But 
Mr*. Dean, who has accepted the 
broadcast letter 
as 
authentic, 
hardly k new’ what was in store 
for her 
when 
she 
announced 
ehe’d learn to cook k imche for 
her Bill on his return—ifthat’s 
What he really wants. 
For kimche (pronounced “k iln 
chee” ) is a concoction too rug 
fe d for the ordinary stomach of 
the Western world. It is part and 
parcel of the my sterious Fir 


East. It is to the Korean what 
wine ift to a Frenchman, spagh­ 
etti to an Italian or ham and 
eggs to an American. 
Along with rice it is the staple 
item in his diet, but only a race 
as 
enduring 
as 
the 
Koreans 
could survive it. 
Only a Korean housewife can 
say for sure what k imche actual­ 
ly is. But so far as it is possible 
of analy sis it seems to be a k ind 
of pick led vegetable hash, com­ 
posed largely of cabbage, 
pep­ 
pers, and spices inundated in a 
mighty tide of garlic. 
The cabbages are harvested in 
the fall and stack ed for sale in 
the muddy mark et places of Kor­ 
ean 
villages 
and 
cities. 
The 
housewives buy as much as they 
can afford 
and 
try 
to 
pick le 
enough to last 
throughout 
the 
y ear. 
Fresh kimche will buckle the 


k nees of the ordinary tourist. But 
k imche that has been pick ling 
for week s or months—the aging 
cabbage twining around the pep­ 
pers, the garlic embracing and 
saturating both — is a delicacy 
only the native." can truly ap­ 
preciate. For some reason un­ 
k nown 
to gastronomic science 
they actually thrive upon it. 
It is a matter of k nown record 
that a number of American sold 
leis have tasted k imche once. 
But in six months in Korea I met 
none so hardy he could boast of 
having willingly partak en of it 
twice.

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INSTABILITY OF DOLLAR 
BY THE admission of Washington au­ 
thorities the dollar has shrunk in purchas­ 
ing power nearly one-half (47 per cent) 
since 1939. The tax dollar and some dollars 
have shrunk much more, while some dol­ 
lars still retain up to 70 per cent of their 
1939 purchasing power. 
Hardest hit are older persons living on 
pensions, insurance proceeds or savings, 
all of which have shrunk. University en­ 
dowment incomes have declined greatly in 
buying power. Labor cites increased living 
costs to back demands for more pav. which 
in turn increases prices and lowers the pur­ 
chasing power of the dollar more. 
Dollar profits of business in some cate­ 
gories seem substantial but reflect largely 
fictitious inventory gain. The tremendous 
national income is likewise fictitious be­ 
cause it is in inflated dollars. 
Those who save receive less than 3 per 
cent 
on 
their 
government 
bonds. 
But 
shrinkage of the principal, in terms of pur­ 
chasing power, has av eraged 5 p*r cent a 
year for a decade. Many investors a r e 
turning to real estate or other hedges. 
Fear that this loss of value mav continue 
indefinitely is a grave m e n ace to the na­ 
tion It is an ill omen when people become 
convinced that the dollar no l o n g e r is 
soi^nd. 
Stabilization of the dollar is one of the 
most urgent problem s facing this country 
today. And until the American people are 
permitted to possess gold money the dol­ 
lar cannot be stabilized. 
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THEY KNOW THE SCORE 
A LETTER from an officer 
in Korea, 
published in a Washington newspaper, re­ 
fers to “ these jokers 
from Washington, 
touring Japan and Korea, and bringing 
their wives with them. They are treating 
this Korean thing like a picnic. 


“ How can Vice President Barkley and 
Gel leral Bradley come out here and bring 
their wives with them on a two or three 
weeks* tour at government expense? 
Be­ 
lieve me, it doesn’t go over here. 


“ They have to be entertained, wined and 
dined, escorted all around, all at great ex­ 
pense to the United States—plane fares, the 
best accommodations, lobster, steaks and 
champagne. The whole thing is like a big 
party.” 
The very large contingent of Americans 
in Western Europe, military and non-mili­ 
tary, also has thousands of families on the 
ground to be saved from Communism at 
American taxpayers* expense. M a n y of 
these families have written home that 
“ they never had it so good.” 
American forces in Korea, risking their 
lives, cannot have their families. As the 
officer in Korea says, “It really is disgust­ 
ing and infuriating, and I am interested in 
knowing how these people get bv with such 
stuff.” 
Well, they get by with it because the at­ 
titude in Washington is that it isn't a war 
in Korea, but a police action, that t h i s 
country’s costly activity in 
Europe isn't 
preparation for war but the erection of a 
scarecrow to warn the Russians off. 


The questions raised by Hungary’s ran­ 
som demand on American military fliers 
are: 


I 
Is the United States engaged in war 
with Hungary? If so, do the laws of war 
apply? 


2. If the United States is not at war with 
Hungary, is that country a neutral in a 
war in which the United States is involved? 


3. If Hungary is a neutral, what is the 
nature of the war and who are the bel­ 
ligerents? 


4. Under which laws 
of 
nations were 
these fliers seized? 


Since 1919. a vast body of international 
law and piecedent has been established 
governing belligerent, neutral and c i v i l 
aviation. According to the convention 
of 
Oct. 
13, 
1919, 
signed at 
Paris, 
it was 
agreed: 


“The high contracting parties recognise 
that every power has complete and ex­ 
clusive sovereignty over the air s p a c e 
above its territory. 


“ For the purpose of the present conven­ 
tion the territory of a state shall be under­ 
stood as including the national territory, 
both that of the mother e o u n tr v and of the 
colonies, and the territorial waters adja­ 
cent thereto.” 


The Havana convention of Feb. 20, 1928, 
to which the United States was a party, 
stipulated: 


“The high contracting parties recognize 
that every state has complete and exclu­ 
sive sovereignty over the air space above 
its territory and territorial waters.” 


Congress, on May 20, 1926. passed t h e 
Air Commerce act which laid down Amer­ 
ican fundamental law on the subject: 


“The Congress hereby declares that the 
Government of the United States has. to 
the exclusion of all foreign nations, com­ 
plete sovereignty of the air-space over the 
lands and waters of the United States, in­ 
cluding the Canal Zone. Aircraft a part of 
the armed forces of any foreign nation shall 
not be navigated in the United States, in­ 
cluding the Canal Zone, except in accord­ 
ance with an authorization granted by the 
Secretary of State.’’ 


In the Havana convention the contract­ 
ing parties agreed: 
“To disarm and intern every rebel force 
crossing their boundaries, the expenses of 
internment to be borne by the state where 
public order may have been disturbed. The 
arms found in the hands of the rebels may 
be seized and withdrawn by the govern­ 
ment of the country granting asylum, to 
be returned, once the struggle has ended, 
to the state in civil strife.” 
This principle is important in our diffi­ 
culties with Hungary (although this docu­ 
ment does not apply) because these fliers 
are not rebels against any country, 
nor 
can they be called spies. Thev simply lost 
their way and carried conventional equip­ 
ment. Were thev rebels or spies, against 
whom were they rebelling and on whom 
were they spying? If they were en route to 
Belgrade, and got lost, they could 
n o t 
have been spying on Hungary. This is a 
question of fact. Furthermore, are we at 
war with Hungary that thev are alert for 
American spies** If so. when did Congress, 
according to our Constitution, declare war 
on Hungary? 
The 1919 convention, amended in 1929. re­ 
quired ‘‘Freedom of Innocent P assage.1’ If 
fliers are lost, is it “ innocent passage"? 
In World War I. when the military air­ 
plane was introduced, it raised a new prob­ 
lem. namely, the ownership of the a i r. 
Neutral countries, such 
as The 
Nether­ 
lands, were concerned about planes living 
over their territory. It was generally held 
that “belligerent aircraft had no right to 
enter neutral jurisdiction. . .disabled bel-
